State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Orford, in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Orford, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. Also to choose one Selectman, one Trus- 
tee of Trust Funds, and one Library Trustee for the 
ensuing three years. 

2. To hear the Budget of the town and to raise 
and appropriate any money recommended therein, or 
to pass any vote relating thereto. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the enusing year and 
to make appropriation of the same. 

4. To see if the town will vote to apply for State 
Aid in building and maintaining permanent highways, 
and what sums of money it will vote to raise and to ap- 
propriate for those purposes in addition to that re- 
quired by law. | 

5. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and to appropriate to insure Orford Bridge and 
other town property. 

6. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and to appropriate for the use of electric lights. 

7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and to appropriate for Orford Social Library. 

8. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay on its indebtedness. 

9. To see if the town will vote to turn any unex- 
pended balances of special appropriations into the gen-

eral funds of the town. 

10. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 

11. To see if the town will vote to dispense with 
the distribution of the inventory blanks until the 
selectmen appraise the property. 

12. To see if the town will vote to continue the 
work of eradicating Pine Blister Rust, and to raise and 
to appropriate money for the same. 

13. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and to appropriate for the removal of snow 
from the Trunk Line Roads in said town during the 
winter. 

14. To see if the town will vote to build a bridge 
across Brackett’s Brook, so called, near the Davistown 
Schoolhouse, on the Baker’s Pond Road, and to repair 
the abutments; and to raise and to appropriate money 
for the same, provided State Aid can be obtained for 
said purpose. 

15. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or 
committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote 
relating thereto; and to transact any other business 
that may legally come before said meeting. ©

To the Inhabitants of Orford: 


Again the season has arrived when we are re- 
quired to give an account of our stewardship; and we 
hereby submit our report for the year 1926. 

The construction of the Trunk Line Road was 
made on the section of the Bakers Pond Road between 
the Mooselauke Sheep Farm and the residence of C. L. 
Bean. This has been an exceptionally bad piece of 
road for years and as the available funds were not suf- 
ficient to make a finished job of the whole section, it 
was thought best to put in a stone base this year and 
leave the surfacing until next year. 

In Trunk Line Maintenance the tarring and sand- 
ing of Dartmouth College Road has been continued, 
and a section of the Baker’s Pond Road east of the 
D. C. Road has been widened and resurfaced. It is 
proposed to continue this work in the spring, also to 
oil it, which is the reason for the increase in the State’s 
estimate for this work. 

Pursuant to the vote of the town the selectmen 
purchased a stone crusher. But owing to the change 
in plans for constructing the new section of road, as 
before mentioned, it has not been used, although it 
undoubtedly will be used the coming season. 
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The removal of snow from the roads has been 
greatly appreciated by the people running, autos and 
the cost has been well within the estimate. 

We have heard only words of thankfulness in re- 
gard to the new sidewalk on the River Bridge. It has 
certainly removed a very dangerous menace to all pe- 
destrians who have occasion to cross this bridge. 

We wish to call your attention to.the Article in the 
Warrant regarding a new bridge near Davistown 
schoolhouse. This bridge will have to be practically re- 
built anyway, as the long timbers on one side of it are 
broken. As the Town would be entitled to State Aid 
in building a new bridge here, it was thought best to 
bring the matter before the voters for their decision. 

We wish to thank the people of Orford for their 
cordial and loyal support and for their lively interest 
in the betterment of our community.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Orford: 


I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report as 
superintendent of your. schools. The accompanying 
statistical table should be of interest to every citizen. 
It brings out some very significant facts concerning 
our schools. . 


The total registration for the current year is prac- 
tically the same as for last year, 102. The average 
attendance for all schools was 92.3. The average for 
the state for this period was 94.6. There were four 
no-school days due to holidays and institutes out of a 
total of 180 days. The attitude of children and par- 
ents to attend school regularly when school is in ses- 
sion is a worth while result in education. I am con- 
vinced that children in general enjoy attending school, 
that it is a pleasure and not a duty. 


The teachers for the present year are as follows: 
High School, Gladys Twitchell, Headmaster; assis- 
tants, three seniors from Plymouth Normal School; 
Village Grammar, Ruth Adams; Primary, Ruth Car- 
ter; Orfordville, Kathleen Huntoon; Mt. Cube, Helen 
Coburn; East Orford, Plymouth Normal School Cadet. 
The work of these schools is being done efficiently as 
is shown by standard test results given both by teach- 
ers and superintendent. 


Miss Underhill, the school nurse reports for last year 
40 school visits, 9 home visits and 9 cases of treatment 
of various defects. A dental clinic was held at Orford 
last Fall and the nurse gave generously of her time to 
this work. 23 children attended and had work done. 
18 others had work done by their own dentist. The 
teachers are putting across a good program of health 
training through the checking up of health habits, 
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talks on personal hygiene, various health contests and 
health posters. 


The Orford high school was opened last Septem- 
ber with an enrollment of 18. Three curricula, includ- 
ing commerce, were offered. Thus far the work has 
been confined to the first two years. Next year the 
school will offer the full four year program. The 
teaching has been done by Seniors from the Plymouth 
Normal School, preparing for high school teaching, 
under the able and efficient direction of Miss Twitchell. 
The students have shown unusual interest and enthus- 
iasm in their work. A number of superintendents 
have visited the school and have spoken highly of the 
work being done. The school will be considerably 
larger next year. 


It is my belief that the Orford schools are in a 
good condition. This condition should not suggest a 
passive satisfaction in our accomplishment but should 
give us hope for future advancement. There is in 
sight new and broader educational aims and objec- 
tives which will train our children for the present and 
future rather than the past. 


In closing I wish to express my gratitude to the 
School Board for making my work so pleasant. And to 
the public I am thankful for the co-operative attitude 
manifested in so many ways.
